Amongst  the  various  incidents  concerned  with  shipping  during  the  year  the 
following  ard  worthy  of  particular  mention. 

m.v.  "CLAN  MACGREGOR"  - (British) 

This  vessel  arrived  at  Swansea  on  the  2nd  of  Januaiy,  19^3  from  Newport, 
Monmouth.  All  the  crew  were  reported  to.be  well  on  arrival. 

On  the  4th  January  an  Indian  member  of  the  crew  was  medically  examined 
and  was  removed  forthwith  to  Hill  House  Hospital  as  a suspected  case  of 
chickenpox,  which  was  confirmed  on  the  3th,  the  day  the  vessel  left  for 
Liverpool.  The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  of  that  port  was  informed  accordingly. 
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m.  v.  "CLAN  r-ACGRBOPR"  - (Continued) 

At  the  time  of  sailing  no  other  case  of  chickenpox  had  occurred. 

The  patient  was  discharged  from  hospital  on  the  19th  January, 
and  proceeded  to  Liverpool  to  rejoin  the  vessel. 

s.s.  "EVANDROS"  - (Lebanese) 

The  above  named  vessel  arrived  at  Port  Talbot  on  the  8th  February, 
1963  from  Rouen  via  Falmouth.  No  sickness  was  reported  on  arrival. 

On  the  12th  February  a Doctor  at  Port  Talbot  reported  to  the  Port 
Health  Authority  that  he  had  been  called  on  board  the  above  vessel  to 
attend  to  four  members  of  the  crew  who  were  suffering  from  vomiting 
and  diarrheoa. 

On  investigation  by  the  department  on  that  day  it  was  found  that 

nine  members  of  the  crew  had  suffered  from  this  complaint  between  the 

5th  and  12th  February. 

On  the  13th  February  another  member  of  the  crew  was  taken  ill 
with  similar  symptoms. 

Faecal  specimens  were  obtained  from  the  crew  (20)  and  a sample 
of  the  ship's  drinking  water  collected.  The  results  of  these  stools 
proved  that  fifteen  were  negative  and  five  were  positive  for  C.  welchii. 

Of  the  five  members  that  had  positive  stools,  three  of  these  had 

suffered  from  the  complaint. 

It  was  found  that  two  members  of  the  crew  had  been  paid  off  and 
had  left  the  vessel  on  the  8th  February  (day  of  arrival)  and  had 
proceeded  to  Cardiff.  They  had  left  the  vessel  before  any  sickness  had 
been  reported  and  therefore  no  specimens  of  faeces  were  taken  from  them. 
Another  member  of  the  crew  was  paid  off  on  the  1 5th  February  and  proceeded 
to  his  home  also  at  Cardiff.  The  result  of  his  specimen  of  faeces  was 
negative. 

The  Cardiff  Port  Health  Authority  was  given  full  information  of 
these  cases. 
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3.3.  "EVANDRCS"  - (Continued) 

The  result  of  the  analysis  of  the  drinking  water  taken  on  this 
vessel  proved  to  be  unsatisfactory. 

The  Master  of  the  vessel  was  advised  to  have  the  water  tanks 
properly  treated  and  filled  with  wholesome  water.  On  the  19th  February, 
after  the  tanks  had  been  treated  and  then  filled  with  wholesome  water, 
another  sample  was  taken  for  bacteriological  analysis.  The  result  of 
this  sample  proved  to  be  satisfactory. 

All  the  patients  had  fully  recovered  and  there  was  no  further 
sickness  on  board,  when  the  vessel  sailed  on  the  22nd  February.

As  the  vessel  was  bound  for  Genoa,  and  in  accordance  with  the 
regulations  the  Welsh  Board  of  Health  was  given  full  information  of 
the  incident. 

m. v.  "ELISABETH  BOHNHOFEN"  - ( German) 

This  vessel  arrived  at  Swansea  on  the  27th  Februaiy,  19^3«  All 
the  crew  were  reported  to  be  well  on  arrival. 

On  the  28th  February  a member  of  the  crew  was  medically  era mined 
and  removed  to  Hill  House  Hospital  the  same  day  as  a suspected  case  of 
German  Measles,  which  was  confirmed  the  next  day. 

No  further  sickness  developed  on  this  vessel  whilst  in  port. 

3he  patient  was  discharged  from  hospital  on  the  4th  March. 
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m.v.  "BIAHCA"  - (Dutch) 

On  the  27th  September,  19^3  a telephone  message  was  received  from 
Liverpool  Port  Health  Authority  stating  that  the  above  named  vessel  had 
arrived  on  the  24th  September  from  Stettin. 

It  was  found  that  seven  of  the  ten  members  of  the  crew  were 
suffering  fran  severe  diarrhoea  since  the  19th  September.  The  sick 
men  were  treated  on  board  by  the  company' s doctor  at  Liverpool.  Samples 
of  faeces,  water  and  foodstuffs  were  taken,  also  swabs  from  the  galley 
for  bacteriological  analysis.  The  vessel  sailed  from  Liverpool  on  the 
27th  September  bound  for  Swansea. 

The  vessel  arrived  at  Swansea  on  the  29th  September,  and  it  was 
found  that  the  seven  members  of  the  crew  suffering  from  diarrhoea  were 
better  but  had  not  fully  recovered. 

On  the  30th  September  a telephone  message  was  received  from  Liverpool 
stating  that  the  bacteriologist  report  on  samples  of  faeces  from  five 
members  of  the  crew  proved  that  three  were  negative  and  tv/o  were  positive 
(Shigella  dysentery) 

The  results  of  the  samples  of  foodstuffs  and  swabs  from  the  galley 
proved  negative.  On  the  1 st  October  further  samples  of  faeces  from'  all 
the  cr ew  and  the  ship's  dog,  also  a sample  of  the  ship's  domestic  water 
were  taken  for  bacteriological  analysis. 

Further  information  from  Liverpool  was  received  stating  that  the 
results  of  the  remaining  samples  of  faeces  had  proved  negative,  and  that 
the  result  of  the  sample  of  ship's  water  had  proved  to  be  satisfactory. 

On  the  1st  October,  19^3  the  m. v.  "3ianca"  sailed  from  Swansea  bound 
for  Rotterdam. 

On  the  4th  October  the  bacteriologists  report  on  the  sample  of  the 
ship's  domestic  water  taken  at  Swansea  proved  to  be  unsatisfactory.  The 
vessel's  agents  were  informed  and  asked  to  forward  a copy  of  the 
bacteriologist's  report  to  the  vessel's  owners  in  Holland. 
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m.v.  "BIANCA"  - (Continued) 

On  the  7th  October,  the  bacteriologist's  report  on  the  samples 
of  faeces  taken  at  Swansea  was  received.  The  results  proved  that  two 
were  positive  (Shigella  dysentery).  These  two  samples  were  from  the 
same  members  of  the  crew  that  had  proved  positive  at  Liverpool.  The 
remainder  of  the  samples  proved  to  be  negative. 

As  the  vessel  had  sailed  for  Rotterdam,  full  information  about  this 
outbreak  of  diarrhoea  was  sent  to  the  Port  Medical  Officer  at  Rotterdam 
in  accordance  with  the  Regulations. 

m.v.  "KARS"  - (Turkish) 

On  the  l6th  of  October  the  Assistant  Cook  of  this  vessel  which  had 
arrived  at  Swansea  from  Istanbul  on  the  10th,  was  taken  ill  and  removed 
to  Swansea  General  Hospital. 

On  the  3rd  of  November  information  wks  received  from  the  Hospital 
that  the  patient  was  suffering  from  pulmonary  tuberculosis  and  melaena. 

In  the  meantime  the  vessel  had  left  Swansea  for  Prance.  On  receipt 
of  this  information  from  the  hospital,  the  Shipping  Federation  was 
informed.  They,  however,  were  aware  of  this  and  stated  that  the  patient 
had  been  discharged  from  the  hospital  on  the  2nd  of  November  and  rejoined 
the  vessel,  which  was  now  at  London,  for  repatriation  to  Egypt. 

We  contacted  the  London  Rsct  Health  Authority  and  informed  them  about 
the  patient,  so  that  they  could  carry  out  any  action  they  deemed  necessary. 

3.3.  "LEOGNAN"  - (French) 

The  vessel  arrived  at  Swansea  from  Rouen  on  the  6th  of  December,  and 
on  arrival  the  Madter  reported  that  the  Wireless  Operator  was  suffering 
from  toothache. 


3.3.  "LEOGNAN"  - (Continued) 

It  transpired  that  the  patient  was  suffering  from  Erysipelas 
which  was  diagnosed  at  Swansea  General  Hospital  where  he  had  been 
referred  to  for  treatment.  He  was  admitted  to  Hill  House  Hospital 
on  the  7th,  and  discharged  on  the  20th.  All  necessary  precautions 
were  carried  out  on  board,  and  no  other  case  occurred  whilst  the 
vessel  was  in  port. 

The  vessel  left  for  Nantes  on  the  12th  December,  and  the  Port 
Medioal  Officer  there  v/a3  informed  about  the  incident. 

m.  v.  "FERANO"  - (British) 

On  the  9th  December,  1 9^3  information  was  received  from  the  Port 
Medical  Officer  of  Health,  Liverpool  stating  that  two  cases  of  chickenpox 
had  been  removed  from  the  above  vessel  on  the  27th  November  at  Liverpool. 

The  vessel  arrived  at  Swansea  on  the  10th  December,  and  was  visited 
daily  but  no  further  cases  of  sickness  ocourred  during  her  stay  at  this 
port. 

SECTION  X - Observations  on  the  occurrence  of  malaria  in  ships 

The  Norwegian  m.v.  ,,TIiORHILD,,  arrived  at  Swansea  on  11th  September, 
1963  from  Bonny. 

Two  members  of  the  crew  were  ill  suffering  from  ?Malaria.  The 
patients  were  removed  to  Hill  House  Isolation  Hospital  and  were 
subsequently  diagnosed  as  Malaria. 

They  were  discharged  from  hospital  on  the  19th  September,  19^3.

I was  notified  by  letter  from  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health, 
Belfast,  that  the  above  named  vessel  was  heavily  infested  with 
rats,  and  the  Master  of  the  vessel  was  in  possession  of  a valid 
Deratting  Exemption  Certificate.  The  vessel  was  due  to  sail  from 
Belfast  bound  for  Port  Talbot. 

The  vessel  arrived  at  Port  Talbot  on  Wednesday  7th  August.  The 
vessel  was  examined  and  it  was  evident  that  it  was  infested 
with  rats,  particularly  in  the  Officers  and  Crews  accommodation.  The 
Master  of  the  vessel  was  strongly  advised  to  have  the  vessel  fumigated 
but  he  refused  as  it  meant  delaying  the  vessel  from  commencing  to 
load.  The  lias  ter  was  told  to  have  ratu  guards  fixed  to  all  mooring 
ropes  and  parcel  all  mooring  ropes  and  this  parcelling  to  be  freshly 
tarred  each  day  while  the  ship  was  in  port. 

The  Master  was  also  told  that  trapping  and  poisoning  would  be 
carried  out  by  the  Rodent  Officer  of  the  Authority,  and  that  a charge 
would  be  levied  on  the  ship  for  this  service.  The  Faster  was  quite 
agreeable  to  this  being  done. 

During  the  vessel's  stay  at  Port  Talbot  four  rats  were  caught  by 
traps  and  ten  baits  were  taken.  The  crew  stated  that  they  had  killed 
seven  rats  over  the  week-end  11th  and  12th  August.  We  were  not  able 
to  verify  this  as  the  rats  had  been  destroyed. 


SECTION  nil.  Inspection  of  gfops  for  muskegs 
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m.v.  "KARS"  ~ (Turkish) 

This  vessel  arrived  at  Swansea  on  the  10th  of  October  from  Istanbul, 
and  at  9.30  a.m  it  was  reported  by  the  Agents  that  the  cargo  workers 
were  complaining  about  weevil  infestation  present  in  the  bags  of  pollard 
stored  in > the  vessel's  tween  decks,  and  were  threatening  to  stop  working 
the  cargo.  The  pollard  cargo  was  for  France. 

The  vessel  was  immediately  visited  and  it  was  found  that  the 
complaint  was  true.  It  was  also  discovered  that  the  vessel's  holds  and 
'tween  decks  were  heavily  infested  with  flies. 

The  master  and  Agents  were  advised  to  abate  the  fly  nuisance 
immediately  and  t o cover  the  holds.  On  the  same  day  the  holds  and  ' tween 
decks  were  fumigated  with  Gamrnaxene. 

On  the  following  day  it  was  found  on  inspection  that  the  fumigation 
had  proved  satisfactory,  and  that  the  discharging  of  cargo  had  been  resumed.
